VULCAN HOSPITAL NOTES 


In his address in Calgary on Friday 
to the Board of Trade and Canadian 
Club, Dr. Stephen Leacock, noted 
humorist and author, said he was con-, 
vinced that prosperous times were 
definitely ahead and very soon many 
of the present day troubles would be 
washed away. 

People in this country and on this 
continent had taken over a wonderful 
heritage but what they had done with 
it ? the speaker asked. Today they con¬ 
templated the huge wreck of transpor¬ 
tation systems almost unsupportabk 
tax burdens, divisions and jealousies. 

The only social dividend possible re¬ 
mained one secured through hones*-, 
-hard'W-ork in a happy country. Yet in 
every form of error there was some 
latent warmth, and new political 
theories must be regarded as having 
some element of truth in them. Per¬ 
haps there was need for some means 
whereby the pump could be primed to 
get going a vigorous economic order. 
Wartime had shown the vigor of a 
system wherein everyone was at work. 

The speaker explained that he was 
in no sense in Alberta to attack Social 
Credit or any political party. His point 
of view was one of sympathy, if not 
with the particular means and legisla¬ 
tion, at any rate with the goal of social 
welfare that the new party sought. 
The east had suffered during the past 
six years as well as the west. 

-“We do' not sea^one another ip the 
right light. We look westward and see 
a distorted picture of dangerous prai¬ 
rie gunmen out to assasinate society, 
and Dynamite Dick the Social Crediter 
about to blow up our civilization. It’s 
just as ridiculous as for you to look 
east and see nothing but bloated plu¬ 
tocrats, swollen capitalists and avari¬ 
cious holders of mortgage money.

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There are indications that in this pa/t of the West, wc 
are entering another era of development with oil aJfcivitie? 
.hreatening to overshadow the basic industry of agrTtwi 
‘.ure. Round the turn of the century, the sovereignty of the 
angemen was contested when the homesteadeTs-^aflTThx. 
fencing of quarter sections pushed the-ranches ever farther 
’ toward the mountains. But that process of a new settle- 
lient was effected without any lasting friction. 

Now comes a second chapter in our histoiy in*which oil 
may be king. And the shadow which looms over this new 
development is the fear that the life labor, of farmers and 
anchers may be sacrificed. 

It should not be so. There is no quarrel with a spectacu 
ar new industry which plunges into the depths of the earth 
extracting a wealth which makes the feeble returns from the- 
surface seem foolish and futile. There; is admiration for 
those oil pioneers who invested their all in what seemed t 
fanciful dream. But now the situat'on has changed. The 
irea has proved itself as oil bearing. The risk of invest 
nent is no longer so great. The surface entry, which is 
necessary to oil development, is surely of great value. Bui 
h surface entry ?s not regarded as having any-value com¬ 
mensurate with anticipated returns. The land owner is by 
law at the mercy of the promoting company. His propeitj 
nto which have gone the strength and substance of his lift 
s no longer his, inviolate. His security, pride v and comfort 
n his honie are threatened. 

. This is the threat that beclouds the future for those men, 
■ ho opened, and have built up the country, whose taxe: 
rave provided roads and public buildings and who hav. 
reated civilization where once was desolation. Is it a fail 
eward for an industry that has pioneered, and that in th > 
ears has fed millions of human beings. 

And it need not be so. The laws wh ; ch threaten to penal- 
>.e the basic industry of the country, are merely man-made. 
1'hey can be altered before too great injustice is done. At> 
ndustry which thinks in millions must surely be open to a 
fairer deal for the surface owner. If public opnion were 
sufficiently roused, legislation could be passed which would 
'ive to the surface owner some little share in subsurface 
wealth, and which would under any circumstances recom¬ 
pense him to a reasonable degree for the disruption of his 
source of livelihood. Aroused public opinion could so im- 
iress legislature. And public opinion is you and you.

Under the association’s proposed 
act. an annual tax of 50 cents for each 
male, and $1 for each female dog, will 
be charged with a tax of $1 for each 
additional dog owned. Penalties are 
provided for failure to obtain licertses.
